STURBRIDGE — Residents 
and officials recognized and 
honored American Revolu- 
tionary soldiers who are buried 
in the Old Burial Ground last 
Thursday during a pre-Memo- 
rial Day program. Resident 
Robert Briere revived the cus- 
tom of placing red geraniums 
on their graves, a practice he 
did more than 80 years ago at 
the Center School, next to the 
Old Burial Ground. The for- 
mer school now houses town 
offices. 

Over the last few years, 
Burgess Elementary School 
students have placed the ge- 
raniums, but last year, due to 
COVID-19 precautions they 
could not participate, and this 
year field trips for students have 
not been approved yet, again 
due to COVID-19 guidelines. 
But Briere 1s hopeful next year 
will see the return of students 
participating in the program. 


State Rep. Todd Smola, 
R-Warren, was on hand to 
thank Briere for reviving the 
tradition and for recognizing 
the importance of coming to- 
gether to recognize the soldiers 
who served during the Ameri- 
can Revolution. “This is a part 
of what Memorial Day is all 
about,” he said. 

Smola acknowledged it has 
been a challenging year, and 
never more so as men and 
women veterans succumbed to 
the tragedy of COVID-19. “It 
reminds us of how precious life 
is when we have someone one 
minute, and they're taken away 
the next,” he said. 

Veterans answered the call 
of their country, defended res- 
idents’ rights and freedoms, as 
well as democracy,” he said. 

Smola urged people to rec- 
ognize those veterans who are 
still here, “because they might 
not be next year,” he said. “This 
is the best country on God’s 
green earth,” in part, he said,

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North Brookfield to receive state technical assistance in downtown redevelopment 


NORTH BROOKFIELD -— In the 
fall of 2020 North Brookfield was 
awarded a Technical Assistance Panel 
Charrette from Mass Development. 
The state agency commissioned Ur- 
ban Land Initiative (ULI Boston/New 
England) to conduct the panel, cover- 
ing the $10,000 fee for the program. 
The five to eight panelists involved in 
the project provide expertise in land 
use design and planning, market fea- 
sibility analysis, financial analysis 
and structuring, structuring private/ 
public partnerships, adaptive reuse of 
buildings, development process, per- 
mitting, zoning and community rela- 
tions. These experts donate their time 
preparing for the panel, conducting 
the TAP and contributing to the final 
report, 1n essence a grant to the town 
of $30,000 to $40,000 in services. 

Working together, representa- 
tives from the Friends of the North 
Brookfield, North Brookfield Town 
House and the Downtown Develop- 
ment Committee, Eva Brown, Jim 
Buzzell and Sheila Orsi submitted an 


application and compiled background 
information needed by the panelists 
in order to understand the project. 
They also assumed responsibility for 
organizing and scheduling interviews 
and planning and conducting a tour 
for town officials and panelists. Dale 
Kiley signed the application for the 
Board of Selectmen. 

After months of planning, the 
Charette will begin with a site tour 
of North Brookfield’s downtown by 
town officials and ULI-TAP panelists 
on June 4. That afternoon, business 
owners and citizens actively working 
to improve downtown will partici- 
pate in two virtual stakeholder ses- 
sions. Then, on June 7, there will be 
a public webinar presentation of the 
TAP Panel’s findings and recommen- 
dations from 6 to 7:30 pm. Residents 
can join the Zoom meeting using the 
following link https://usO2web.zoom. 
us/j/82036391815. 

TAP charrettes are most often of- 
fered to large and medium-sized cities. 
Mass Development was interested in 


working with a small, rural commu- 
nity. As luck would have it, North 
Brookfield was chosen to fill the bill. 
Over the years, efforts have been made 
to restore and renovate the historical- 
ly significant Town House. It has now 
become the focal point to create a vi- 
brant, walkable downtown that could 
be a model for other rural communi- 
ties. 

The state has begun to recognize 
the importance of supporting small 
towns. North Brookfield applied for 
the Local Rapid Recovery Program 
and recently received technical assis- 
tance geared toward relief for the busi- 
ness community following COVID-19. 

The ULI-TAP, also a technical as- 
sistance program, is a follow up to the 
LRRP to continue restoration of the 
Town House and the revitalization of 
the downtown area. Receiving techni- 
cal assistance and the knowledge that 
state funding sources are looking at 
a small town brings hope that those 
dreams may be realized. 
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North Brookfield will received technical assistance in the 
form of planning, marketing and financing, as well other 
areas, to develop.

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In My Backyard

I received an email from an Oakham res- 
ident. He said after filling his bird feeder “a 
colorful explosion with some old favorites like 
cardinals, purple finches and goldfinches in 
their new spring outfits, along with some new 
arrivals, a Baltimore oriole, a rose-breasted 
grosbeak and the first indigo bunting that my 
wife had ever seen.” 

The male indigo bunting is a small finch 
about 5 '/ inches long and is a deep blue. The 
female is brown with a paler breast. The fe- 
male has faint wing bars. Both have a conical 
bill with the male’s dark gray and the female 
lighter gray. 

The male conspicuously sings from tops 
of trees and shrubs. Its song is a “sweet- 
sweet, chew-chew.” Its call 1s a sharp “spit” 
and given when someone approaches its 
nest. The female is secretive and her coloring 
makes her hard to spot. 

The female lays two to six white eggs in a 
nest of dead leaves, weed stems, grasses, and 
lines with finer grasses and downy materials. 
The indigo bunting places the nest in a fork 
of a tree or shrub. It inhabits brush and low 
trees near open area like over-grown fields. 
They forage on the ground and 1n low foli- 
age for insects, weed seeds, wild berries and 
grains. 

Sugar-loving woodpeckers 

I have a pair of downy woodpeckers, which 
regularly come to my nectar feeder. I pur- 
chased a new nectar feeder, which has a wrap 
around perch instead of individual perches 
at each nectar port. I think it makes it easier 
for the woodpeckers to grab and drink nectar 
from it. I also have a red-bellied woodpecker, 
which sometimes visits the nectar feeder. If 
birds had teeth, I would say the woodpeckers 
had a sweet tooth, Since they don’t, I will say 
they have a sweet tongue. 

The red-bellied woodpecker also likes 
the orange half I put out for the Baltimore 
orioles. Between the hummingbirds and the 
woodpeckers, I boil up sugar water daily. I 
mix ’4 cup sugar to | cup water. 

The nectar feeder also has a moat, which 
helps keep ants out. I put water in the moat 
to deter the ants and find the small birds like 
chickadees and titmice drink from it. 

Other birds 

I continue to have tufted titmice, a few tree 
sparrows, catbirds, a pair of cardinals, blue 
jays, grackles, and black-capped chickadees. I 
have a tray feeder, which I fill every morning 
with black oil sunflower seeds. I don’t put in 
a large amount of seeds so there will be no 
seeds left when the bears prowl about in the 
evening and night. The squirrels make sure 
there is nothing left for the bears. I no longer 
hang suet feeders as the bear walked off with 
the suet cage. I found it broken about five feet 
from my hanging pole. The pole has a perma- 
nent bend to it, also the work of a bear. It 1s 
probably time for me to buy a new one.

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Early June spotlights specimen perennials 


he crazy heat we had for nearly two 
weeks straight pushed a lot of June 
perennials ahead. Then, the cold rain 
came and has them in a holding pattern. As 
I write, my peonies are budded up and I am 
crossing my fingers that they will bloom for 
my early June birthday. Read on to learn 
about peonies and two other plants known 
as specimen perennials. 

The word “specimen” has its 
own definition in horticultural 
terms. Specimen plants are special, 
prized for their ability to can stand 
alone in a border or foundation 
planting. They don’t need to be 
planted in a group of similar or 
differing plants to look their best. 
Simply put, one is enough! These 
types of plants are also known to 
be extremely hardy and long-lived. 
Nineteenth century gardeners must have 
certainly been aware of these attributes. The 
patterned beds in the Salem Towne garden 
at Old Sturbridge Village highlight three 
specimen perennials that bloom in June: 
Gas plant, baptisia and peony. 

Gas plant (Dictamnus albus) is probably 
the least known of the three. Stems are deep 
green and stiff, and even at close to three 
feet do not require staking. White flowers 
are borne on terminal spikes and are unique 
in that two of their five petals bend down to 
show-off stamens that curve skyward. The 
common name for this plant comes from the 
volatile oil that is given off by the flowers 
and in its seed pods, and can theoretically be 
ignited on a calm evening. In fact, William 
Prince’s catalog of 1831 notes that “this 
plant exhales inflammable gas!” I have also 
learned first hand that the seed pod causes 
“photodermatitis.” Exercise caution when 
working close to this plant or you too may 
end up with a star shaped burn on your skin! 

Gas plant is tough to propagate. It 1s rare- 
ly successful when divided, and seeds need 
to be stratified before being sown. Then they 
may take a good year or more to germinate 
and another couple of years for the plants 
to get to size. 

Baptisia (B. australis), commonly known 
as false indigo, 1s another specimen that 
shines in June. The plant 1s reminiscent of 
lupine and suggests a family relation to 
other legumes. Gray-green foliage is pretty 
in its own right, until you see the beautiful 
deep blue-purple pea-like flower spikes that 
emerge in mid-month. Easily four feet tall 
and three feet wide, one plant is certainly 
enough per grouping. The size of the plant 
you purchase may lead you to think other- 
wise, though, since transplants are usually 
tiny and take a couple of seasons to estab- 
lish. Site false indigo in full sun or partial 
shade in rich soil. Refrain from moving the 
plant once it reaches full size or its deep tap 
root may be compromised. Blackish seed 
pods are hardly decorative on the plant, but 
do look nice in autumn decorations.

My favorite specimen of all is saved for 
discussion last: the peony. Perhaps I am bi- 
ased because I grew up with a division of 
my Babci’s (Grandmother’s) plant in my 
childhood garden. Frilly and bubblegum 
pink, this flower was always cut and put in 
a vase just in time for my birthday! The va- 
riety we had was likely ‘Monsieur Jules Elie’ 
introduced in 1888, and available 
in nearby New York in 1917. ‘Fes- 
tiva Maxima’ is the white splashed 
red flowered variety grown at the 
Towne garden as well as in my 
home landscape these days, along- 
side a division of Babci’s plant. 

Choose a location that receives 
six or more hours of sun a day for 
your peony. If your soil is average, 
the addition of a balanced fertil- 
izer may be all that 1s necessary 
at planting. Bear in mind that too much 
nitrogen will encourage lots of leaves but 
few roots and flowers. An established peony 
is drought resistant, but if spring rains are 
scarce, a weekly watering will promote good 
flowers. 

Heavy peony flowers, especially the 
old-fashioned types will no doubt bow 
down to the ground in the wind and rain 
unless staked. I usually pick some for the 
vase in the bud stage in an attempt to avoid 
this task, but nevertheless staking makes 
the plant nice and tidy and should be ac- 
complished. Middle weight bamboo stakes 
inserted into the ground on the outer edge 
of the plant cut to three-quarters its height, 
work well. Run two rows of twine or jute at 
one third and two thirds up the bamboo, re- 
spectively. Simply start by tying a knot on 
one stake, wrapping around the next and 
tightening as you go. If green bamboo and 
jute are used the staking will hardly be vis- 
ible, especially if you don’t tighten so much 
that it looks unnatural. 

One year my peony buds wilted and dried 
up just prior to bloom. The culprit was 
botrytis. Good hygiene can reduce the risk 
of this fungus invading your garden. Each 
fall simply cut the stems of herbaceous peo- 
nies down to the ground. Haul them off to 
the trash, don’t compost. If watering 1s nec- 
essary, do so early in the morning and water 
at the plant’s base rather than overhead to 
keep foliage dry. Any stems that show signs 
of wilting should be cut away and thrown in 
the trash as well. 

Plant specimen perennials in your land- 
scape for years of enjoyment.

West Brookfield invites residents to MVP 
Climate Resiliency Presentation on June 9 


WEST BROOKFIELD — The town 
invites residents to attend a public pre- 
sentation and discussion on the evening 
of Wednesday, June 9, at 6:15, to learn 
about the Massachusetts Municipal 
Vulnerability Preparedness Program 
and its progress in West Brookfield. The 
MVP Program is a state-funded effort 
to allow municipalities to plan for cli- 
mate resiliency to protect residents, and 
infrastructure against changing natural 
hazards. Once a town has completed the 
MVP planning program and become a 
certified MVP community, it is eligible 
to seek MVP action grants to assess, de- 
sign and implement resiliency projects 
highlighted in its approved plan. 

West Brookfield has partnered with 
the Central Massachusetts Regional 
Planning Commission to complete its 
MVP plan. The core of the planning pro- 
cess was a three-part virtual workshop 
hosted by the West Brookfield project 
team and CMRPC earlier this spring 
where town officials and other stakehold- 
ers worked to identify current and future 
risks from natural hazards to infrastruc- 
ture, environmental and societal assets, 
and proposed local solutions. Some 
issues noted at the workshop include 
stormwater drains that are increasingly 
inadequate in the face of more intense 
rainstorms, more frequent droughts that 
threaten the drinking water supply and 
lake water quality and foster wildfires, 
and changing forests that are impacted 
by heat, drought and invasive plants and 


pests. A summary of the workshop’s key 
findings and recommendations will be 
presented at the forum. 

According to Barbara Portal, West 
Brookfield’s local co-project manager 
for MVP, the June 9 event is a key part 
of the planning process. “Once we host 
the public listening session, West Brook- 
field will be well on its way to joining 
the many other Massachusetts towns 
that are already MVP certified,” Portal 
said. “This is an important step that will 
enable our town to secure the funds it 
needs to build its defenses against the 
long-term impacts of climate change, 
and it gives town residents a chance to 
shape how we go forward.” 

Interested residents may attend the 
presentation on Wednesday, June 9, at 
6:15 p.m., in the Selectmen’s meeting 
room at West Brookfield Town Hall, 2 
East Main St. The presentation will be 
part of a special meeting of the Board 
of Selectmen starting at 6 p.m. Attend- 
ees are encouraged to ask questions and 
provide comments and feedback. The 
draft MVP report will be open to public 
review ahead of the June 30 deadline for 
submission to the state.

A 
member of the Finance Committee said 
it would add about $455 per household 
($1.68 per thousand-dollar valuation 
for a $270,000 home) for every year 
going forward. Kiley said that amount 
would never go down, unlike a debt ex- 
clusion, which would be paid off 1n a set 
timeframe. 

Kiley said the tax increase with a 
debt exclusion would be.28 cents per 
thousand-dollar valuation, or an addi- 
tional $77 each year for 15 years for a 
$275,000 home. BOS Clerk John Tripp 
said a lot of people in town cannot af- 
ford an override. Kiley encouraged res- 
idents to go on the town website and 
review the posted budget. 

Grant funding withdrawal 

Barre presented a letter to request re- 
moval of the town’s sewer upgrade pro}- 
ect from the Massachusetts Clean Water 
Trust grant funding list. Barre said once 
they are removed, they can get on the 
USDA grant funding list which will pro- 
vide more money for the project. The 
board signed and approved the letter.

visited this Friday, June 4, at 7:30 p.m. at the adjourned 
ATM 1n the Elementary School auditorium. 

Kiley said Town Moderator James Caldwell was 
not comfortable with the article being a 2/3 vote versus 
a majority vote. Kiley said he himself was not com- 
fortable with the motion not being read to the floor. 
Kiley said if the motion had been read, he would have 
amended it to say funding would need to come from 
the stabilization fund. Kiley said he and Caldwell both 
reached out to town counsel. After speaking with town 
counsel, it was determined that Article 16 would need 
to be revisited. 

Bruce Arnold, owner of 94 Summer St., gathered 
the required signatures and drafted Article 16, ““To 
see if the town will vote to approve and appropriate 
$22,500 to correct problems with stormwater from 
town streets and adjacent properties that causes flood- 
ing at the residence of 94 Summer St., North Brook- 
field, and the land and streets downstream on Prospect 
and Summer Streets, to be used by the town highway 
department to contract to correct stormwater prob- 
lems, or act on anything related there to.” 

Arnold and his wife, Deb, have owned the property 
since 1982, and have experienced ongoing issues that 
have caused basement and yard flooding. Arnold said 
this is the result of a clogged, underground culvert 
used to divert a gray water brook which originates near 
High Street, connecting to a storm drain at the corner 
of Prospect and Summer streets. 

Arnold said the Highway Superintendent in 1989 
determined the clogged culvert was the cause of the 
basement flooding, and also sink holes created by gey- 
sers that appeared following heavy rain. The Highway 
Department excavated and cleared the fieldstone cul- 
vert and also dead-ended a drainpipe from a stormwa- 
ter catch basin located above 94 Summer St., on Maple 
Street. Arnold said former Highway Superintendent 
Ray Blake believed the culvert, which 1s buried under- 
ground, had been on the property since the early 1900s. 
The Arnolds hired an excavator in 2019 to dig two 
large trenches on their property to expose the culvert. 

“Over the years we have permanently installed, 
maintained and replaced two 5,000 gallon per hour 
sump pumps. Even with these two pumps in place the

situation in the basement, until there is a loss of power, 
which makes it necessary to call the Fire Department 
for assistance. 

One of the issues Arnold and town officials are fac- 
ing, is the lack of easement for the gray water brook 
with the town. Arnold said town counsel told him that 
because there was no easement on file, the town was 
not liable. Town officials said during the Annual Town 
Meeting on May 7 that they believe the structure is ac- 
tually a hand-dug well, as opposed to a culvert. Hand- 
dug wells were common at the time the property was 
built, and most have been filled in or capped off. 

“We believe that repairs and upkeep to this culvert 
is the responsibility of the town since it carries storm- 
water underground through our property as well as 
through multiple private properties and connects to 
the main storm water system,’ Arnold said. “We, as 
private owners of our property, are not authorized to 
make changes to town stormwater systems. We believe 
that any further delay in addressing this problem will 
be considered negligence of the town to maintain a 
safe and healthy infrastructure.”

Rainstorms and flooding in November 2018 prompt- 
ed us to permanently install an expensive 8,600 gallon 
per hour pump with a 50-foot fire hose,” Arnold said. 
They have incurred about $10,000 in expenses as a re- 
sult of the persistent flooding, he said. Water levels can 
reach 30 inches high in his basement, he said, and have 
damaged his water heater and furnace multiple times.
